Bed Turtlea In a Boiling Spring. 


That portion of southern or lower 


California called Hell's Half Acre 
appears to be situated directly over a 
substratum of fire, which causes the 
mud and water to boil as if in a cal- 
dron. At cue place on the Half Acre 
there are over 100 boiling springs niid 
hot mud gtyaers on a plat of ground 
that is not of greater extent than a com- 
rnon city square. The chief spring iu 
this queer nggregation of boiling and 
spouting jets of i.ud and water is called 
the Fountain of the Boiled Turtles 
on account of its curious hatfit of occa- 
sionally ejecting numbers of small red 
turtles. The temperature of this spring 
is 226 degrees, 14 degrees higher than 
the temperature require^ to boil water 
under ordinary atmospheric .pressure. 
Notwithstanding the fact thrt the tem- 
perature is sufficient to boil meat per- 
fectly within a few minutes, the small 
red turtles epoken of live and breed 
there just as the ordinary variety does 
in waters of common lakes, rivers and 
other streams. The spring is called the 
Fountain of Boiled Turtles because 
the queer, hard shelled creatures which 
inhabit it li..v the appearance of being 
cooked periX <•;!;.' ciorie.-iSt. Louis Re- 
public.

Neglect Burner and Wick. 


Some important bat often nncared for 


portions of the household lamps reoeiv> 
attention aa follows in Good Housekeep- 
ing : The inside of lamps and oil cans 
should be cleansed with soda dissolved 
in water. Use one tablespoonfnl of soda 
to one quart of water. About once a 
mouth the lamp should receive a thor- 
ough cleaning, the wick being removed, 
the burner unscrewed, well brushed and 
placed in a dish of warm water in which 
soda and a little soap has bren dissolved. 
Having boiled SO minutes, they should 
be removed, rinsed with clear, hot wa- 
ter, laid to drain and afterward care- 
fully rubbed and polished with a flannel. 


As to the wick, if boiled iu water in. 


Which a trifle of soda has been dis- 
solved, it will burn with a clearer and 
steadier light than if put into the lamp 
without previous preparation. It should 
fit exactly and be just long enough to 
allow the end reaching the bottom of 
tbe oil container when the wick is first 
put in. A coil of wick soaking in the 
011 becomes saturated and clogged, then 
hardens and never burns clearly and 
freely. A wick should never be allowed 
to burn shorter than an inch and a half. 
Of course the wick must be perfectly 
dry when put in, and in starting a new 
lamp or an old one that has been 
cleaned the utmost care should be 
taken that every atom of moisture has 
been dried out before the oil is put in, 
being sure to give the wick time to fill 
with oil before lighting. Also remem- 
ber when lighting it not to turn the 
wick up too high at first, for the flame 
grows as it heats. 


Another important axiom is that the 


lamp should never be left with the 
wick turned down below the wick cone. 
It may result in an accident. If the 
lamp is to be unused for some time, 
the oil should he carefully emptied out 
and the wick removed. Oil left stand- 
ing will exude and cling to the retainer, 
and when the lamp is lighted it gives 
out a most obnoxious but only too well 
known odor. While the wick may be 
cut, a good way is to simply burn the 
end off. The blaze will make its own 
woy artistically, and the after light will 
have no ragged edges. Every morning 
the burned edges should jbe rubbed off 
with a fiannel cloth.

In the two buildings a con- 
siderable amount of space is occupied and 
various articles for which there is a ready 
demand are being turned out in quanti- 
ties. 


The firm maufncture.1 ladies' belts, 


li unk straps, s iawl and skate strap.-, 
ladies' shopping bags in cloth and leather, 
traveling bags, music rolls and nearly u'l 
sorts of leather novelties. Just HOW tbe 
ladies' shopping bug*, or what is called 
the Boston bag, is very populir, p-rticu 
lady in Boston, and large quantities are 
made for that market. 
The bags vary in 


size and style, som? being made of cloth 


. and others of leather, and some of both 
| cloth and leather. 
The cloth used is ob- 


tained from the Bray ton ville and Blackin-

Electric power is used, bul there Is not 


a great amount of machinery used i.i the 
business, a large part or' the work being 
done by hand. The bags are stitched 
with what is known as a wax-thread ma- 
chine, and a few lighter machines are also 
used. About 400 of the Boston bags are 
now being turned out daily in addition to 
other kinds of goods, and the works are 
not running to their full capacity. When 
they are so running about thirty-five 
hands are employed, the number of men 
aud women being about equal. 


tfoi some parts of the work skilled help 


is required and most of this has been 
brought from New York state, many of 
the skilled men being Germans. This 
being the first establishment of the kind 
in this section, there has been no opportu- 
nity to educate people here in this line of 
work. 


The business was started about six 


months ago, when Mr. Barber took into 
partnership R. A. L. Watson and the firm 
of F. J. Barber & Co. was established, and 
has grown steadily and rapidity in spite 
of depressed business conditions. Three 
times as many goods are being turned out 
now as was the case three mouths ago. 
One thing which enables the Him to do 
business successfully on a small scale, 
for of course this business is on a small 
scale compared with the large concerns, 
is the fact that so much of the work is 
done by hand. In most branches of manu- 
facturing machinery plays so important 
a part that large capital and a large plant 
are required to compete with other simi- 
lar establishments, but in hand work 
suoh is not the case and this gives the 
smaller concerns a living chance. This 
firm has found that it can compete with 
much larger establishments and find a fair 
margin of profit, and is therefore in a 
position to look forward to still better 
things in the future. 


In addition to the articles enumerated 


above the fir m makes pocketbooks, pistol 
cases and dress suit cases, and also repairs 
bags, trunks, etc.

Travelers up and down the coast of 


Florida will remember a certain por- 
poise that for years, and np to 1881 in 
the remembrance of the writer, paraded 
up and down a quarter section of the 
Florida peninsula. He was known as 


Bob, 
and though be rarely answered to 


his name ho was well known to all sail- 
ors in those parts. Bob was recognized 
by a peculiar cnt in his dorsal fin, giv- 
ing it the appearance of having a win- 
dow in it. Some thoughtless passenger, 
wishing to practice on all animate na- 
ture with his revolver, had inflicted this 
injury, and the porpoise apparently'waa 
very prond of, it. Iu any event, it \vus 
exhibited at every opportunity to the 
occupants of passing vessels. It would 
come near the vessel, follow it nt times 
or gambol about the bow or stem, but 
its chief position was about 100 yards 
away, within good rifle shot, where it 
would swim along parallel with the 
conrse of tho vessel, a tempting target 
to marksmen. So in the course of time 
Bob's back became soared aud scarred, 
ami if current report was valued at any- 
thing he carried in his blubber not a 
few ounces of lead—forcible reminders 
that porpoises as well as alligators have 
no rights that are respected on the Flor- 
ida coast. 


In the Pacific somo whales are very 


friendly, especially off the coast of Los 
Angeles county, Gal., where ou more 
than one occasion they have astonished 
if not alarmed sailing parties who have 
been becalmed. These whales, it should 
be said, are perfectly harmless, and 
their attentions are merely from curiosi- 
ty, but to have ecveral of these huge 
creatures from 40 to 00 feet long float- 
ing about in close proximity is not alto- 
gether pleasant. What is supposed to be 
the same whale has earned a reputa- 
tion for friendliness, and during tho j 
summer months it frequently seems to j 
meet a large steamer that plies off 
shore, and either follows it along or :

good deal frightened. They rubbed their [

and blew and spouted so that the drops | 
fell upon the decks. If tho yachtsmen ' 
had thrown over some oil or oilier dis- i 
agreeable fluid, tbey would soon have 
gotten rid of these companions, which 
only left them when a breeze sprang np 
and they got under way.

Ou<3 boat or dory was followed 
for miles, the whale once gently lifting 
it and ri«ing beneath it, terrorizing the 
fisherman, who pulled for the shore as 
fast as he could, the whale following 
until the water began to shoal.

London, Nov. 7.—Ths condition ot 


Mrs. Walter M. Castle of San Fran* 
cisco, who was yesterday sentenced to 
jail for three months without hard 
labor on her plea of guilty to the 
charge of shoplifting, is reported to- 
day as critical. 
Two private physi- 


cians, besides the prison doctor, ara 
attending her at Wormwood Scrubbs 
jail, where she is now confined. There 
is no one connected with the case who 
does not now fully believe that the 
woman's mind is badly affected, and as 
the sentence was only nominal it is 
believed that the appeal sent by Am- 
bassador Bayard to the home office will 
result in her release in a day or so. 
The prison officials will not cause her 
hair to be cut off, as is the rule for 
all convicts. Mr. Castle, who was ac- 
quitted of the charge to which his wife 
pleaded guilty, the prosecuting attor- 
ney stating that there was no evidence 
to connect him with the thefts, is al- 
most distracted over the horrible pre- 
dicament of his wife. He will do all 
he possibly can to secure her speedy 
release. The scene in the court room 
when sentence was prounced was a 
dramatic one. Mrs. Castle stood dazed 
for a moment. Then as tha full im- 
port of the sentence came to her she 
became hysterical, obliging the nurse! 
and the prison warden to support her. 
She began to moan piteonsly and 
finally to scream and struggle violent- 
ly. She was removed from the room 
as quickly as possible. As she was be- 
ing taken away she cried out: 
"What 


does it mean? My God, what does it 
mean?" Jlany of the women in tha 
court room exhibited strong emotion, 
several of them wept, and all of them 
expressed deep sympathy with the 
prisoner, whose screams could bo 
heard faintly issuing! from the under- 
ground passage through which she was 
taken away. Several of the merchants 
who testified against Mrs. Castle ax- 
pressed surprise at the sentence and 
appeared to regret their share in tha 
prosecution. The value of the stolen 
articles amounted to £43 10s. 


Sympathy for Mrs. Castle* 


Commenting upon the conviction of 


Mrs. Castla the Chronicle to-day Bays 
that if ever there was a distinct case 
of kleptomania it is that of Mrs. Cas- 
tle. The Daily News says: "The wo- 
man's dishonesty was serious, deliber- 
ate, repeated. It is difficult to believa 
that she would have called herself a 
thief if she was not one, even at the

A New York Publication Tells About' 


Raising Large Smoke Stacks. 
; 


In the last issue bf Power, a New York 


publication devoted to mechanics, appears 
an interesting illustrated description of { 
the raising of three steel smoke stacks for 
the Arnold print works. The article was 
written by Fred N. Dillon, and four good 
cuts give an idea of the way the stacks 
were raised. Some description of the 
work was given in the TRANSCRIPT at the 
time. The Whitney brothers were em- 
ployed in the work, which was under the j 
supervision of Master Mechanic Fead of 
the Arnold print works. Prior to this 
time it had been the practice to raise such 
stacks in sections, but that method was 
expensive. To raise a large stack in one j 
section two high poles are set up, the 
stack is balanced between them arr] raised 
by windlasses, the base of the stack being 
pushed toward the foundation as ft goes 
up. The operation is one that requires 
great care and it was watched with 
interest by many people.
